They 
by no means cover the field, for 
planned tours canopy the whole 
world, As to the cost, you'll find 
plane travel the most expensive. But 
there are timesaving, convenience, 
and luxury factors that cannot be 
discounted. Jrain and boat accom- 
modations range from the luxury 
type to the most modest. Bus travel 
is probably the most economical 
and least luxurious but—say the 
passengers—nothing can compare 
with its flexibility. (Many bus tours 
are unescorted, but guides are us- 
ually furnished at all sight-seeing 
attractions. As a rule, few meals are 
included in the fare.) 

There is a variation, too, in what 
different package tours include. 
Whereas some include absolutely 
everything, you will find others in- 
clude but two meals a day; some 
cover tips, others don’t; some offer 
reduced rates for children; and 
some charge extra for sight-seeing 
trips. Most tours require a deposit 
on reservations 

Although, on our “‘sample” tours, 
we have staggered starting points 
across the country, these trips are 
available to you regardless of where 
you live. Cost will vary, of course, 
according to where you join the 
tour. Prices quoted are approxi- 
mate and are for one person only (on 
a basis of two persons to a room), 
round trip. And, unless specified, 
tax has not been included. 


The Ozarks 


How about starting with that ro- 
mantic Ozark country you've heard 
so much about? There’s a good, 
eight-day tour which will land you 
at the Crescent Hotel in Eureka 
Springs, Arkansas, and keep you 
busy enjoying yourself. Total cost 
from Chicago, via train, is about 
$85. Besides exploring Eureka 
Springs—-the upside-down town 
with the church which you enter 
through its steeple—there’ ll be mo- 
toring into the slow-rolling hills. 
You'll be “bussed”? out to Lake 
Lucerne for swimming (daily if you 
like); there’ll be hillbilly square 
dances and a barbecue under Ozark 
stars. 

Have you your national 
parks? You can board the train at 
St. Louis, Missouri, for an eight- 
day sojourn into Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park for about 
$145. From Knoxville, Tennessee, 
and return, this fee includes tips for 
handling baggage, meals, guide 
service, hotel accommodations, and 
complete sight-seeing facilities. A 
glass-topped limousine takes you on 
daily trips and you'll visit such 
places as that famed mountain town 
of Gatlinburg, inspect primitive 
handcraft, climb Clingman’s Dome, 
motor through Pisgah National 
Forest and over the Blue Ridge 
Parkway.

Yellowstone Park offers a mem- 
orable vacation.

nine-day bus trip to the park from 
Los Angeles for $107.88 which will 
include transportation, sight-seeing 
trips, hotel accommodations, but 
notall meals. The itinerary includes 
a stopover at Salt Lake City and a 
complete tour of this historic place. 
You have three delightful days in 
Yellowstone. A special. treat on the 
homeward journey is a visit to 
Teton National Park and to the 
Jackson Hole area of Wyoming. 
The brilliant reds of Bryce Can- 
yon, that deep purple gash in the 
earth which is Grand Canyon, a 
visit to the Temple of Sinawava, 
hikes with ranger naturalists in 
Zion National Park are only a por- 
tion of what you'll see and do on a 
12-day, escorted train tour into 
Utah-Arizona. Motor busses trans- 
port you through the parks. The fare, 
from Chicago, is approximately 
$248.08, and includes everything 
but tips. There are one-day stop- 
overs at Denver and Salt Lake City. 


Glacier National Park 


There is an all-expense bus tour 
into Glacier National Park in 
northwestern Montana on which 
you can embark from Glacier Park 
station for one, two, or three days. 
[he two-day trip will cost $37.76 
(includes tax), and, besides trans- 
portation, includes two nights’ lodg- 
ing (private bath extra), and six 
meals. You will get a good look at 
the park’s exciting glacial scenery, 
thrill to the dramatic ‘‘Going to the 


Sun” highway, as you spiral to- 
wards the heavens and Logan’s 
Pass. 


You can do the entire Pacific 
Northwest, including Banff and 
Lake Louise, in the Canadian 
Rockies, Vancouver, Victoria, and 
Seattle, go down the coast to San 
Francisco, and have two days in 
Los Angeles, for $256 (from Chi- 
cago). Escorted throughout, this is 
a 15-day tour via train, includes 
hotel accommodations, breakfasts 
and dinners (but meals in Los An- 
geles and San Francisco are on 
you), sight-seeing and admission 
fees, baggage tips. On the way 
home, there’s a stop at the Grand 
Canyon,

There’s Los Angeles, a sight-seeing 
tour including Hollywood and Bev- 
erly Hills, and a jaunt along plush 
Santa Monica Beach. You'll bus 
down to Tijuana, Old Mexico, for 
a taste of a foreign country; spend 
a day at Yosemite National Park 
and a day “doing” San Francisco.

Chemicals outdo manures 


Tests at the great Askov station in Denmark show that 
chemical fertilizers will increase crop yields substan- 
tially over yields of plots where barnyard manure is 
used as the fertilizer. 

The tests, according to the latest report from Prof. 
K. A. Bondorff, have been conducted over a period of 
50 years, yet no superiority could be shown for the 
manure-treated soils during the latter years of the 
trials. 

It had been expected that the gradual increase in 
humus would produce better yields in later years. Ap- 
parently, roots left in the soil at harvest time were 
enough to maintain the humus content of the chemi- 
cally fed soils. 


New earthworm invader 


A new super earthworm has invaded lawns in the 
East. This Oriental earthworm is a far huskier speci- 
men than the kind commonly found in America. 

The pest is something of a gourmet. Connecticut 
agricultural experiment stations report that golf greens 
in that state have been invaded, and this earthworm 
prefers the best grasses, highly fertilized. It scorns the 
rough in golf courses. 

Best control for home gardeners to use is chlordane, 
about 40 pounds per acre. If you live in the northeast 
section of the country, you'll do well to watch for un- 
usual earthworm activity. If you spot it, report to your 
state entomologist at the state experiment station. 


Melon lovers —note 


The fusarium resistant muskmelon Honey Rock took 
top honors for resistance to the fusarium fungus in 
1952 tests. 

Iroquois, the variety with second-best resistance, 
produced less than half as many fruits in plots that 
were badly infested. 

And the resistance to fungus disease was not gained 
at loss of fruit quality—actually the resistant strain, 
developed at Michigan State College, is better eating 
than the original Honey Rock. 


Cinders valuable 


Ordinary steam cinders—which you usually can pur- 
chase for a dollar or two a cubic yard—are quite useful 
for top-dressing soil. That is, if you let them weather 
for a year before applying, then sift through a 44-inch 
mesh and discard the coarse clinkers. 

You can also use the cinders—or ordinary fine lime-

stone chips, for that matter—to open up your stiff soils 
I have used steam cinders up to 4 inches deep on 
top of clay soil. Mixed in with a rotary tiller, they 
proved highly effective. 
Heavy applications of raw limestone won’t make 
soil too alkaline. So long as it retains some of its clay 


character, soil will probably be slightly on the acid side. 


Ammunition against Japanese beetle 


Scientists at Ohio State University report that Japa- 
nese beetles don’t like to lay their eggs in alkaline soil. 

So, although liming of lawns has been discouraged 
by experts, unless tests show lime is needed, it may 
pay off if you live in the Japanese-beetle zone. 

In any case, if Japanese beetles attack your lawn 
you may be wise to check the pH of your soil to see 
that it isn’t too acid. 


Stops strawberry fruit rot 


New 


Tests on gray rot of strawberries at the University of 
Illinois have given top rating to a fungicide first known 
as 406, recently named Captan. 

Gray rot is the principal cause of rotting fruit in 
strawberries. The fungus lives over winter on decaying 
vegetation or organic fertilizers. 

For best control, soray plants when flowers are 
nearly all open, again 10 days later. In areas where 
disease is severe, a third spraying may be neeced. 


pepper resists mosaic 


The new pepper variety, Yolo Wonder, is resistant to 
tobacco mosaic. 

Mosaic is a tobacco disease that can attack peppers, 
tomatoes, and eggplants, causing mottling of the 
leaves. It is often spread when seedling plants are 
handled by a person who has been smoking. 

Yolo Wonder was bred by crossing an old Italian 
variety, Elephant Trunk, with California Wonder. 


Seeding with expanded mica 
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Tests by agricultural experiment stations and _ big- 
scale vegetable growers have shown increase in yields 
of as much as 100 percent where soil was treated with 
vermiculite, which is an expanded mica that is pre- 
pared for garden use. 

I made tests of my own and found striking results 
with snap beans on clay soil. How to get these results? 
Sow seed in drills and sprinkle horticultural-grade 
vermiculite over it instead of covering with soil. 

Vermiculite lets plenty of water and air—necessary 
for germination—reach the seed. You don’t need to 
work it in. Just pour out of a sprinkling can with the 
rose removed. Half an inch is deep enough, but more 
won't hurt. Sprinkle with water afterwards to help 
speed germination 

My tests also showed that high-insulating proper- 
ties of vermiculite apparently protect seed from cold, 
and from excessive midsummer heat. 

A 4-cubic-foot bag of horticultural-grade vermicu- 
lite—the kind you must use—costs less than three dol- 
lars, will treat 5,000 to 8,000 square feet of garden 

But be sure you don’t use vermiculite that has been 
treated with oil or chemicals to make it more suitable 
for construction work. For this job, as I’ve said, use 
only the grade prepared for home-garden use.

or informal hedges. Use shrubs with smaller leaves and 
fine branches for edgings. 

If part of hedge will be shaded, select a variety that 
grows in shade. But expect growth in shade to be different 
from that in sun. 

Preparing soil. You'll need deep, rich soil for good 
growth, neat appearance. If soil is unsuitable, replace top 
18 to 24 inches with good topsoil. If soil is heavy, sandy, or 
not fertile, mix with a liberal amount of peatmoss or com- 
post for good results. 

When plants arrive, open package and separate them. 
If you can’t plant at once, lean them in a shallow trench 
and cover roots with moist soil. Take plants from trench a 
few at a time. Keep in water or covered with wet burlap 
until you are ready to plant them. 

Spacing. Space dwarf edging plants about 6 inches 
apart, plants in medium-height hedges a foot apart. Set 
large shrubs and trees for high, clipped hedges 18 to 20 
inches apart. Allow 6 to 8 feet between large trees in use 
as tall screen. 

Shrubs for untrimmed hedges should be spaced two to 
three times as far apart as the same varieties in clipped 
hedges. 

Hedges grow wider as they grow taller. A clipped hedge 
3 to 5 feet high will be 3 to 4 feet wide. It should be set 18 to 
24 inches from wall, drive, or property line. A spruce screen

cither side of row, and a low edging needs 3 to 6 inches. 

Pruning and shearing. Encourage low branching—cut 
back shoots of trimmed hedge during first winter so only a 
few inches of new growth remain. Pinch or clip tips once or 
twice during next growing season to cause side branching. 

If you want a low- to medium-height informal evergreen 
hedge, select plants with low branches. Just cut back branch- 
es an inch or so after planting to make bushy. 

For a formal evergreen hedge, shear or pinch back new 
growth during growing season. Pinch back emerging pine 
“candles” before new needles start. Then leave alone. 


How to trim a hedge 


Good hedges have broad 
bases, with both sides slop- 
ing outward from the top to 
the bottom of hedge. 

This prevents top growth 
from shading bottom leaves 
that otherwise die and fall 
off. Taper also helps to shed 
heavy snows. 

Don’t trim without guide- 
lines. Stakes equipped with 
a serew eye through which a 
cord has been threaded will 
help you keep lines of your 
clipped hedge straight and 
at proper taper.

SOX OLROMAOES 5. jeu nine verity hm or make 


him morbid. Teach him calmly 


always to observe these rules

ee day of every year, a sex crime against 
a child is recorded on police dockets. How 
many other attacks—resulting in serious phys- 
ical or psychological harm—go unreported, 
we cannot guess. Boys as well as girls are tar- 
gets for molesters. And spring is the season 
when these crimes reach their peak. 

Warning children against sex criminals is 
one of the most delicate jobs a parent faces. 
Neglect it and you risk having your child en- 
ticed. Overemphasize it and your child may 
develop a seriously distorted, morbid attitude 
toward normal, adult sex: relations. Or he may 
become unfriendly and afraid toward persons 
he meets. 

The whole question of protecting children 
against sex criminals needs to be tackled with 
knowledge and without emotion—and in the 
opinion of the experts we consulted in pre- 
paring this article, it is high time we all did so. 

We can’t help our children until we know 
who is going to hurt them. Who is the crim- 
inal? As likely to be undersexed as oversexed, 
he is frequently a man who is incapable of en- 


joying normal relations, and so preys on chil- 


dren. He may be senile or he may be a warped 
adolescent. 


Many offenses are committed by vagrants 
who float into a community. But what of some 
of the people living there right now? The jan- 
itor recently fired from the school? The kindly 
old man down the block, once a respected 
citizen, now in his senility? The big boy who 
hangs around the playgrounds? The town 
“bad boy” who frightens little girls in the 
park? 

The sex criminal who kills is the exception 
that makes news. But perverts exist in every 
town and are a constant, lurking menace to 
our boys and girls. 

Fortunately, there are definite protective 
steps which parents can take. Fundamental is 
a flat warning to children that they must re- 
buff and report every advance from a stran- 
ger. (Always remember, when you tell them 
about sex criminals, that your aim is to pro- 
tect, not terrify. A lot of fearsome talk is the 
last thing you want.) 

In several cities throughout the country, 
progressive police departments have issued 
pamphlets showing how this advice can be 
given. A comic book, published by the Long 


Beach, California, department and addressed 
directly to youngsters, pictures Mary refusing 
a ride from a stranger and then explaining to 
Bob, her schoolmate: 

““My mother said never to get into a car 
with a strange person, no matter how nice he 
might seem! Most people love kids, but there 
are a few who don’t... . It’s hard even for 
grownups to know who these people are.” 


The “why” in this explanation is given in a 
way psychiatrists approve. Naturally, we do 
not tell a child the graphic details of perver- 
sion. You tell little Jimmy, “You do not play 
with fire,’ and ‘You do not run into the 
street,” and Jimmy doesn’t have to visualize 
what it feels like to be burned to death or to be 
run over to understand that he simply doesn’t 
do it. In the same way, you tell his older broth- 
er or sister, *‘You must not go with strangers 
or take candy or presents from people you do 
not know. Most people are nice but a few are 
cruel. Since we can’t tell who these are, we 
don’t take any chances.” 

According to psychiatrist Margaretta K. 
Bowers, ‘“‘Children must be told that there are 
people with distorted behavior which is cruel. 
Youngsters can be brought up to love dogs 
and still understand that some dogs do have 
rabies and that you don’t go up and pat a 
strange dog.” 

Small change, sweets, rides, knives, trinkets, 
the promise of movies, picnics, roller skates, or 
a job with pay—-such are the lures used by per- 
verts, who usually ensnare their victims by 
trickery rather than force. However, too many 
children have been physically dragged into 
cars for this menaée to be underplayed. 


‘ 
‘Never go near the car if a stranger speaks to 
you, or accompany him if he asks directions,” 
is also sound advice. 

Up to the age of 9 or so, children are trust- 
ing and may fall for the “message” approach 
—*Your mother sent me,” or “Your mother 
is having dinner with us.’’ Parents should let 
their children know that they will never send a 
stranger for them. No one, schoolteacher, ba- 
by sitter, or neighbor, should ever release a 
child to an unauthorized person.

If possible, children should walk to 
and from school in groups and 
should report home directly after 
school.

Although the police did not men- 
tion this, teen-age girls should be 
specifically warned against even 
the most gentlemanly of pickups 
Neither should they be permitted to 
walk home through dark, deserted 
streets from evening choir practice, 
ice skating, or play rehearsals. 

Dealing with strangers is only 
half the problem. More difficult to 
cope with in many ways are per- 
verts who are “‘accepted” members 
of a community. A frequent source 
of danger to preadolescent boys, ac- 
cording io Frances Bruce Strain in 
Ned Patterns in Sex Teaching, is the 
boy of 16 or more who hangs around 
the younger children’s playgrounds 
Usually a misfit in his own group, 
he lopes after the smaller boys in 
“heavy, good-natured fashion.”’ He 
may swagger boastfully. He is likely 
to be mentally retarded. 


I. can be judged fairly easily 
whether this boy is innocuous or 
dangerous. If he singles out a par- 
ticular boy for his attention, offer- 
ing him presents, inviting him to go 
places alone with him, it is time to 
be on guard, “Friendships between 
younger boys and those sexually 
mature,”’ says Mrs. Strain, “should 
be discouraged unless justified.” 

Men who hang around where 
children congregate—schoolyards, 
drugstores, candy stores—are sus- 
pect. So, too, is the elderly man 
whose very years make him appear 
harmless. Like any other pervert, 
he uses lures of candy, nickels, 
movies, or treats, 

Unfortunately, respectability and 
pre-eminence in the community 
are no criteria for judging perver- 
sion. A corrupter of children may 
be anyone. And even though his 
guilt is known, parents, out of con- 
sideration for his family or respect 
for the man he once was, will not 
prosecute him. 


The best way to protect your 
child against the familiar person 
who is a pervert is to know who 
your youngster’s companions are 
Remind him not to go into cellars 
or private places with big boys or 
men, even if he knows them. 

If a sex crime, or a series of 
crimes, has been committed in 
your neighborhood, there are cer- 
tain emergency precautions you 
can take. They do not include panic 
and hysteria.

The people and police of St. 
Louis have demonstrated that there 
is a more constructive approach. 
Two years ago, during a sex-crime 
wave in that city, the St. Louis po- 
lice first made a study of the sex 
crimes on record. They found that 
44 percent of the molestations oc- 
curred after school, from 3 to 7 
p.m., with lunch hour as the next- 
worst time. 

Working from this knowledge, 
an extra detail of police swept the 
streets. In addition, “block moth- 
ers” escorted the children to and 
from school. They stood guard 
along neighborhood streets, watch- 
ing for any strangers and seeing 
youngsters through alleys. The 
schools cooperated by locking base- 
ment doors, advising children to 
walk in groups, and sending along 
an older child when a younger one 
had to go home during the day. 


I arents in Queens, New York, 
undertook similar emergency meas- 
ures after a man accosted three 
children in the school hallway. In 
this instance, mothers took turns 
patrolling the school itself, watch- 
ing for prowlers in corridors. 

With justification, police claim 
that they are seriously handicapped 
in the work of stamping out sex 
criminals by parents who refuse to 
report offenses against their chil- 
dren. On the other hand, we can- 
not lightly dismiss these parents as 
negligent in their duty to society. 
Actually, they have a point. 

For one thing, they are afraid of 
submitting their child to cross-ex- 
amination of policemen, defense 
attorneys, and judges. And psychi- 
atrists agree that it can be very 
harmful for a child to be ques- 
tioned by untrained or unsympa- 
thetic people. 

For another thing, they fear pub- 
licity and having their child singled 
out by gossiping neighbors and 
children, 


| whose child has been vic- 
tim of a sexual experience must face 
the situation without squeamish- 
ness. Their normal reaction is fear 
and horror, which it is imperative 
that they do not communicate to 
the child. If a parent takes the at- 
titude that his daughter’s life has 
been ruined, that, alas, may be the 
case. 

Dr. Manfred S. Guttmacher 
writes .. . “the degree of trauma 
is as much, or perhaps even more, 
dependent on the way the problem 
is treated after recovery than on the 
act itself.” 

We can’t build a wall around our 
children. We can’t insure them 
against the normal hazards of 
growing up. We want to keep 
them friendly and unafraid. But 
we can—~by knowing who our chil- 
dren’s companions are, by impress- 
ing them with the cautions em- 
phasized in this article, and by 
leaving them in as few as possible 
unprotected situations—greatly re- 
duce the hazards.

the prairies. Today his sons are also 
pioneering. They are proving that 
modern clinics staffed with spe- 
cialists can be operated successfully 
in small American cities.

Sociaiiend medicine bothers old 
Doctor Heise. “It has no place in 
America,” he says.

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Kh doesn’t scare me 


By Mary Jean Nesbitt 


Tice was a time when I'd cluck in dismay should one 
of the members of my Mothers’ Club announce dramat- 
ically, “*We'’re expecting trouble with our next. I’m an 
Kh negative, you know.” 

But Rh doesn’t scare me any more. You see, I'm an 
Rh negative, my husband is Rh positive, and both our 
children are fine, just fine, thank you. Even planning on 
future babies, | know that modern medicine can go a 
long way toward helping me. 

Rh doesn't frighten me now, because I now know some- 
thing about it. I didn’t always. My information, like so 
many other mothers’, was gleaned mostly from writers 
who dwelt on the gloomy, sensational side of the Rh 
picture. 

Consequently, I was panic-stricken when, in the third 
month of my second pregnancy, the doctor informed me 
I was an Rh negative. (Having read somewhere that six 
out of seven women were positives, | was convinced I 
was one of the majority and had blithely ignored the doc- 
tor’s advice about getting an Rh determination with my 
first baby.) 

I suppose the doctor wondered a little about my reac- 
tion to his (Rh) announcement. 


I didn’t ask a single question. Actua'ly, I was stunned. 
My only thought was to get home as quickly as possible 
and tell my husband the awful news. 

I did just that—amid, I must confess, a good deal of 
weeping and wailing. And when [ assured him, from my 
vast store of misinformation, that our next child would be 
cither deformed or dead, my husband, too, became up- 
set. But, being more intelligent than his half-witted (I 
know now) wife, he suggested we talk the situation over 
with the obstetrician before getting too hysterical. 

This talk proved invaluable for our morale. (Inciden- 
tally, I'd advise any Rh-negative mother to get her facts 
from her doctor. He will set your mind at ease.) 

In our case, the doctor began by saying that being an 
Rh-negative woman doesn’t necessarily mean trouble. 
If, for instance, my husband should be an Rh negative, 
too (one out of seven men are, he said), our baby would 
be negative, and of course there’d be no Rh conflict. 


He showed us a chart, like the one shown. (A similar 
chart appeared in the February, 1950, issue of Better 
Homes & Gardens.) 

Since my husband had had a blood test when he gave 
blood to the Red Cross (most chapters make the Rh de- 
termination free, incidentally), I knew he was an Rh 
positive. I was negative, had already borne one child— 
and that put us squarely in the question-mark bracket on 
the chart. 

Our doctor didn’t appear overly excited about this, 
either. 

“We know a great deal more about Rh than we used 
to,” he said. “Only a few years ago, all we knew for sure 
was that Rh is a factor in the red blood cells of most 
people-——a factor that had to be taken into consideration 
in transfusions or in pregnancy. 

“If a person had this particular factor, we typed that 
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You've read what can happen to a baby 
if his mother’s blood lacks the Rh factor. 
But here’s an Rh-negative mother, with 


two “positive” children, who wants more 


person ‘positive’; if his blood did not have the Rh factor, 
he was typed ‘negative.’ 

“Further research has shed more light on this Rh 
classification,’ he went on. ‘“‘We know that so-called 
‘positive’ men are actually of two types—the ‘pure posi- 
tives’ or ‘homozygous,’ who carry only the positive blood 
factor; and the ‘heterozygous,’ who actually carry both 
negative and positive factors. 

“If a man is of the heterozygous type, he carries some 
of the negative factor,’ the doctor explained. “It would 
be possible for him to father a normal, negative child 
whose blood wouldn’t conflict with his wife’s negative 
blood.” 


To determine whether or not my husband might be 
“heterozygous,” the doctor suggested we take our first 
child for an Rh determination. If our son were negative, 
you see, we'd know my husband's positive blood carried 
some negative factors, too. Then, assis our second 
child might also be negative 

Though this test is actu: ily only a prick on a the finger, 
our son did not favor the activity. I felt like apologizing 
to him for being such a difficult mama. I felt even worse 
when we learned that he, too, was a positive. There was 
no “out” for us there-—at least, nothing we could count 
on. Still, a faint hope persisted. Somewhere in my reper- 
toire of old wives’ tales, I thought I'd heard that a per- 
son’s blood “‘changed.”? Wasn't it possible, then, that my 
negative blood might someday become positive? 

The doctor put a quick damper on that theory, *Ab- 
solutely not,’ he replied firmly. “‘A person’s Rh factor 
never changes—once a negative, always a negative; once 


positive, always positive.” 


He advised me, beginning with my fifth month of preg- 
nancy, to take antibody tests. These, he said, would de- 
termine whether my blood was warring with my unborn 
baby’s. | Turn to next page

(or her) for erythroblastosis fetalis

is very severe, they make the ex- 
change as socn as possible, putting 
Rh-negative blood into the baby’s 
blood vessels at exactly the same 
time that the damaged, Rh-posi- 
tive blood is being drained off. 
Formerly, the exchange was 
made by introducing the new 
blood through a vein in the ankle 
and drawing off the damaged blood 
from the “‘soft spot” in his head. 


, however, Dr. Louis K. Dia- 
mond, a pioneer in the Rh field, 
has contributed a method of with- 
drawing the blood from, and re- 
placing it through, the baby’s 
navel. He inserts a plastic catheter 
(a tubelike affair) into the navel to 
reach a main blood vessel near the 
liver, and makes the exchange 
through this vein. An alternate 
is a large vein in the baby’s thigh. 

\n interesting thing to me was 
the doctor’s explanation that, re- 
gardless of the exchange, the baby’s 
blood never loses its basic Kh-posi- 
tive character. (“Once a positive, 
always a positive.”’) The negative 
blood counteracts the damage done 
by the mother’s antibodies, but 
when the baby begins manufac. 
turing his own blood, it is positive. 
(Then, of course, any danger is 
past, since he no longer carries his 
mother’s antibodies. ) 

Another fact which eased my 
mind is that our city has a hospital 
equipped to do these blood ex- 
changes. ( If your hospital shouldn't 
be so equipped, those prenatal 
antibody tests forewarn your doc- 
tor, so that you may be delivered 
in or near such a hospital.) 

“Well,” LI thought, “all this is 
very fine, and it’s comforting to 
know that medicine is going all 
out to help the poor little fellows 
after they’re born. But what about 
preventing antibody damage before 
birth? Isn't there anything that will 
counteract these destroyers before 
they harm a child?”’ 


As far as I’ve been able to dis- 
cover, there is no such antibody 
antidote. For a time, researchers 
gave Rh hapten to expectant moth- 
ers carrying a high antibody count, 
in the hope of preventing damage 
to their babies. This experiment 
was later abandoned. 

I asked my doctor about bring- 
ing about a birth early when the 
antibody tests showed a mother’s 
blood was doing severe damage to 
her Rh baby. Again, he followed 
the cautious approach, saying he 
did not believe in causing a baby to 
be born early, if the purpose were 
solely to prevent Rh damage. In 
his opinion, any advantage of less- 
ened Rh damage was offset by the 
complications of premature birth. 
This decision, however, is one, he 
said, each doctor must make for 
himself 

Some doctors have reported suc- 


cess in cases where they've started 
a birth early, to prevent further 


Rh damage. These doctors, also, 
warn against causing a baby to be

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born too early, cautioning that a 
baby born very prematurely has a 
hard fight for survival. 

Then, too, it’s possible those early 
babies would have been as well off, 
in the long run, to have gone full 
term to a natural birth. 

In my own case, the months 
dragged uneventfully by, as months 
of pregnancy seem to do, and three 
weeks after J thought she should 
have arrived, my daughter made 
her uncomplicated debut. 

She wasn’t anemic, deformed, or 
jaundiced. In fact, the nurses as- 
sured me she was one of the reddest 
babies they'd ever seen! 

To be on the safe side, however, 
the pediatrician made a thorough 
examination of our 8-pounder, and 
ran the Rh determination and the 
Coombs test for blood abnormali- 
ties. The results found her 100 per- 
cent normal, and, incidentally, an 
Rh positive like her brother. 

Today, both children are as live- 
ly and well as they can be. You 
may say I am one of the lucky ones.

__ SE however, I want to 
add to my family. And should I run 
into complications with future ba- 
bies, I’m still not afraid. Even the 
extreme cases, | know, may have 
happy endings 

The experience of a friend of 
mine is a case in point. Like me, 
she’s an Rh negative, with a 
“positive” husband, and like me, 
too, she had two normal, healthy 
children. In her third pregnancy, 
however, she ran into Rh compli- 
cations, and in 1947, lost her third 
baby. At that time, she was told 
she could never again have a nor- 
mal child. 

In 1950, she was delivered of a 
baby boy. (Her doctor had started 
the birth 10 days ahead of time, 
since she ran a high antibody 
count). As before, all the signs of 
erythroblastosis (Rh damage) were 
there—severe jaundice, listlessness, 
enlarged spleen, fluid in the baby’s 
tissues. This time, however, the 
doctors were ready, and the baby 
was given an exchange transfusion 
within a half hour after delivery. 

As my friend wrote to me, ‘My 
husband and the same doctors and 
nurses who had helplessly watched 
our daughter die in 1947, now 
watched her tiny brother literally 
come to life-—he began to wiggle 
and squirm; a littl hand waved 
about, and the yellow in the palms 
of his hands and the soles of his 
feet began to show a healthy pink 
color.” 


: 
k or about four days, the baby re- 
mained somewhat jaundiced. Then 
the yellow faded, and his color was 
normal. On the ninth day, my 
friend and her husband took their 
baby home—-a normal little boy. 
Today he is healthy and strong. 
Yes, we're the lucky ones—my 
friend with her dramatic case his- 
tory, and me with my uneventful, 
happy, and placid Rh story. But 
somehow we feel that, today, al- 
most any Rh-negative mother can 
be a “lucky” one. Occasionally, 
there are complications and sad 
endings to the story of birth for 
other mothers, too. And we “‘dif- 
ficult’? mamas have an extra bless- 
ing for which to thank God—we 
have modern science on our side!

Apply grout. Mix about 
4 parts sand to | of ce- 
ment for grout. Add water 
until it has the consistency 
of light mud. If you’re do- 
ing a large area, do it in 
sections.

Lay tiles. Place a board 
across battens to stand on, 
and sprinkle pure cement 
on the wet grout. Wet 
down the tiles and lay 
them in even rows on the 
grout, about % _ inch 
apart. Put one edge in 
position, then release other 
edge so tile drops down 
into grout. Irregular or 
half-tiles should be placed 
last. You can either leave 
battens or slide them out

Fill joints. After tiles 
have set two days, it will 
be safe to walk on them. 
To fill joints, mix dry 
white cement with a little 
white sand and spread 
over tiles which must be 
perfectly dry. Sweep mix- 
ture into cracks and ex- 
cess away. Wet down 
with fine mist from garden 
hose. This will settle and 
bond the cement joints 
and will leave tiles clean 


Finishing touches. Keep 
off tiles two weeks if pos- 
sible, or cover traffic 
lanes with boards.

, - scissors and shears are precision tools. They do 
important jobs. If you buy good ones and take care of 
them, you have a right to expect top-notch performance. 

They should be easy to handle and sharp enough to cut 
clean without leaving a chewed-off look. With proper 
sharpening and adjustment, they should be as good 10 
years from now as they are today. 

The difference between scissors and shears is simple 
(see drawings on page 289). Scissors have bows the same 
size, a blade length of about 6 inches or less, and are for 
light work. Shears have one bow larger than the other, 
blades 6 inches or longer, and are for heavy work. 

You can pay almost as little as you want for scissors or 
shears. But you'll only get what you pay for. Blades of 
hot drop-forged steel usually cost more than those made 
by less expensive methods. But they keep a keen edge and 
give good performance for years. 

Check what holds the blades together—a screw, or a 
rivet that looks like a screw? On most, it will be almost 
impossible to tell. But if you can tell which was used, 
remember this: When use dulls blades, those fastened 
with a screw can be taken apart, sharpened, adjusted. 


Often, you'll find identical models of the same brand— 
one with polished, metal handles, the other with black, 
baked-enamel handles. Black-handled ones probably will 
cost less than shiny-handled ones. But there should be no 
difference in quality. Why the lower price? Because black 
handles are less expensive to produce. 

Buy the right scissors for a certain job, and use them for 
that job only. The pictures on these pages show different 
scissors and shears designed to do certain tasks for you, and 
also how to care for them to get the best possible service. 


These two useful extras help you add 


Pinking shears. For a 
neat, zigzag-linished edge 
that’s ravel-resistant, trim 
fabrics with these. 

Use them for quick-fin- 
ishing seams after the item 
you're sewing is complete- 
ly stitched and pressed. 
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Sewing scissors (with 
blades 5 or 6 inches long) 
are more manageable for 
special jobs as well as 
general sewing use. 
Reserve them for the 
precise shaping, cutting 
around and into curves, 
and for cutting notches.

Using the porch as a hall to the 
owners’ bedroom freed the far wall of the living room to 
take all the glass the Smiths want. This wall is entirely 
glass, so that light in the living room is no problem and 
both living room and porch have the best possible ventila- 
tion. The kitchen is so close that the Smiths eat and enter- 
tain on the porch most of the year. 

What good is a porch in winter? On very cold days, 
you close sliding glass doors and retreat to the living 
room. On warmer days the porch is a bright sun pocket, 
ideal for sitting and thinking how close spring really is.

L you've been wanting an especially comfortable bed 
that’s longer than usual, or wider, or both, here’s news of 
what's on the market. It’s based on a questionnaire which 
Better Homes © Gardens recently sent to a representative 
group of manufacturers. If you’ve set your heart on some 
movie fantasy such as a circular mattress, you'll still have 
to pay fancy, custom-made prices. But if you'll settle for 
the sizes which are becoming most commonplace, here 
are the facts: 


Extra lengths. Ccmmonest is about 80 inches, or al- 
most 6 inches more toe space than you probabiy have 
now. Obviously that additional length means more mon- 
ey for materials, just as a fat man must pay more for an 
outsize suit. A maker of springs and mattresses doesn’t 
simply patch on another row of wire coils; he must order 
tickings, basic coil units, insulators, foam rubber, all in 
special sizes which mean special manufacturing and in- 
ventory problems. So it’s a real surprise (and a pleasant 
one) to find that the extra 6 inches of comfort usually 
costs you only $5 to $10 extra for each piece. 

That’s because nowadays there are more tall men and 
women in the United States. Remember those statistics 
about the World War II servicemen being several inches 
taller than their dads who served in 1918? Actually the 
number of six-footers has increased by 70 percent! Con- 
sequently there is such an increased demand for long 
bedding that some of the bigger stores are carrying it right 
in stock, and many manufacturers have it in their branch 
warchouses ready for fast delivery. 


Longer bedrails: Of course, you'll need longer side rails 
on your bedstead, too. If you’re getting a new one, extra- 
length side rails will cost you about $5 to $10 a pair. To 
lengthen your old bed, there are ‘“‘extenders’’ for about 
$5 to add 6 inches to your old rails. They have hooks 
similar to those on ends of your present rails. Or if you 
want a nice new set of long rails to match the wood and 
finish on some recently purchased bed, the special order 
may run to about $15 or $20. Or you can turn the head- 
board of your present bedroom set into a footless Holly- 
wood-type bed by spending about $25 for an extra-length 
metal frame which you screw onto the headboard. 


Extra widths: Especially popular is the headboard wide 
enough to accommodate two twin beds. Cost is no more 
than you'd pay for a pair of twin headboards and the wall 
space required is only 78 to 80 inches. One corner of each 
spring is hinged onto the headboard, so they are easily 
rolled apart for bedmaking. Springs, mattresses, sheets, 
blankets are all regulation twin size. You can use two

days and one night. The other four 
days are spent at Miami doing as 
you please.

D. repairmen, plumbers, car- 
penters, and other workmen do 
yood work for you? Or do they 
produce a slipshod job? Do you 
have to complain about their work, 
or are you usually satisfied? 

In either case, a good share of 
the quality of their craftsmanship 
depends upon you, 

\ skilled workman, doing the 
same job in two different homes, 
may do one well, the other half- 
heartedly. The difference lies in 
how he feels about the people for 
whom he is working. 

As the man who tiled our bath- 
room put it, ““We can make or 
break a job. If we're treated well, 
we'll take our time, do a good job, 
and even add extra touches. But if 
there are too many ‘straw bosses,’ 
we'll slam through the job in a 
hurry just to get out of there.” 

Though opinions differ slightly 
on what constitutes good treat- 
ment, the workmen with whom I 
discussed the problem agreed on 
this rule of thumb: “Just treat us 
like human beings!”’ 

Like all men who are proud of 
their chosen field, workmen take a 
dim view of people who doubt 
their ability, “Vhere’s nothing that 
gripes me more,” an electrician 
told me, “‘than to have somebody 
sav, ‘Oh, | don’t think you should 
cut into the wall right there !—es- 
pecially when I know that’s the 
only place I can cut into the wall! 
You wouldn't tell a doctor how to 
treat vour child. Why tell me how 
to do my job?” 


, can avoid incidents like this 
by hiring workmen you are certain 
know their jobs. Then leave them 
alone. 

lo be sure of their qualifications, 
deal only with reliable concerns. 
You can check this point by calling 
your Better Business Bureau to 
learn if any complaints have been 
placed against the company. That 
should be sufficient assurance in the 
case of minor electrical, plumbing, 
or carpentry work, 

If you are having a major re- 
modeling job done, the assurance of 
the Better Business Bureau could 
be supplemented by a look at one 
or two of the finished jobs put out 
by the company. Any reliable con-

whom they have worked, and most 
homeowners are fairly cordial 
about letting you look over the job. 

hen, if these findings are satis- 
fying and you hire the company, 
tell the workman just once what 
you want, and then let him do it in 
his own way. 

“You can’t imagine how women 
pester me!’ a plumber told me. 
“If they'd just tell me what they 
want and then get out of my way, 
I'd get the job done in half the 
time! 

“Here’s an example of what 
they do: One day I was working 
with a blowtorch in a very tight 
spot in a bathroom. I had every- 
thing protected with thick asbestos 
pads, but the woman was sure I 
was going to set the place on fire. 
She kept fluttering around twitter- 
ing, ‘Oh, please be careful!’ If that 
had been my wife, I'd have told 
her to keep quiet and get out of the 
way. But you can’t talk back to the 
customers. 

“Finally, her hand happened to 
touch the wall above the hot-air 
register, and she screamed, ‘The 
wall’s hot! There’s a _ fire in 
there!’ Nothing I said could con- 
vince her that it was just the heat 
from the register, so she called the 
fire department. Firemen swarmed 
in, asked where the fire was, and 
were disgusted to find only a warm 
wall. She insisted that a man with 
an extinguisher hang around for an 
hour to make sure there was no 
fire! That put me more than an 
hour behind in my work, and my 
boss charged her in full for that 
extra time. She could have saved 
$5 by having faith in me.” 


As if it isn’t bad enough when 
the women bother us,” a carpenter 
added, “they don’t even keep their 
children out of our hair! I work 
with high-speed saws, sharp chisels, 
and other dangerous tools. I have 
to be very careful to keep my own 
fingers out of the way, and I can’t 
watch out for the safety of a couple 
of children besides. If a child does 
get hurt, the mother is quick to 
blame me for being careless.” 

“That isn’t the worst of it,” a 
repairman commented, ‘‘Some- 
times they actually sic the kids on 
us! I often hear women say, ‘Go 
watch the repairman.’ What am I, 
a baby sitter?” 

These workmen considered ideal 
the rare housewife who simply tells 
them what she wants, then dis- 
appears with her children into an- 
other part of the house, never to be 
seen again until the job is done. 
Since it’s difficult to be “ideal,” in 
view of the limited space in most 
homes, some of the workmen sug- 
gested several ways in which you 
can keep a workman happy, even 
though you and the children are 
nearby: 


| don’t object to anyone’s ask- 
ing intelligent questions or show- 
ing an open-minded interest in the 
work,” a radio repairman told me, 
“as long as he doesn’t tell me how 
to do it and doesn’t nag me about 
being ‘careful.’ ”’ 

A carpenter added, “If a woman 
has to talk, I wish she’d put in a 
word of praise once in a while. 
When I’m doing a good job, I'll do

Orlon, Dacron,

ORLON acrylic fiber 


Perhaps you’ ve seen it most often 
in lace or sheer marquisette cur- 
tains. Orlon is also appearing either 
alone or blended with other fibers 
in crisp summer suits, blouses, 
dresses with durable pleats, and 
men’s shirts 

In another role, Orlon makes 
fleecy, washable coats; sweaters 
and men’s socks that are light- 
weight but warm. 

How to wash Orlon. Of course, 
you'll follow directions on the label. 
Most everything of pure Orlon, 
if seams are well made, can go into 
your washer for a brief time. Of 
course, trimmings, shoulder pads, 
linings must be washable, too. 

Curtains resist ravages of sun- 
light and heat, stand up well 
through rmiany washings. Colors 
usually are washfast 

In your washer use warm water. 
Add mild soap to softened water or 
use a syndet (synthetic detergent). 
Keep the washing time brief—3 to 
5 minutes 

To avoid wrinkles, let dresses or 
skirts with durable pleats drip dry 
Wring other clothes by hand rather 
than running the fabric through a 
wringer. However, it’s all right to 
spin Orlon in a spinner-type or 
automatic washer 

If you wash by hand, be sure to 
do a thorough job. Use medium- 
hot water. Squeeze suds through 
and through the fabric. Rinse two 
or three times. Clothes washed by 
hand and allowed to drip dry are 
less likely to need ironing. 

To take out specific stains on 
Orlon, you can safely use a weak 
solution of household bleach. Of 
course, the new powdered bleaches 
for fine fabrics are safe, too. Fol- 
low directions on the label. 

How to dry Orlon. To speed dry- 
ing, roll heavier garments brief- 
ly in a bath towel before you hang 
them. Hang clothes on plastic or 
unvarnished wooden hangers. Then 
straighten and trimmed 
areas. Smooth out collars and hems. 

Sweaters and Orlon 
rarely shrink or felt. Spread them 
out flat. They'll dry in shape with- 
out blocking 

Hang curtains on a line. Orlon 
dries even faster than nylon.

a time) soak 10 minutes. Turn 
blanket over once or twice by hand. 

It’s better not to put a dynel 
blanket through a wringer; instead 
squeeze out the moisture by hand. 
Or you can spin the blanket damp- 
dry in a spinner-type or automatic 
washer. Rinse blanket twice in 
warm water 

In washing by hand, squeeze 
suds through and through the fab- 
ric. Rinse well in warm water. 

Either household bleach or a 
powdered bleach for fine fabrics 
will remove stains safely on fab- 
rics of pure dynel. However, make 
sure the bleach also is safe for other 
fibers in a blend and for trimmings 
such as blanket bindings. 

How to dry dynel. Hang blankets 
across two lines. Roll sweaters and 
socks in a bath towel; then spread 
them flat to dry. Put blouses on 
plastic or wooden hangers. 

Check the label for information 
on putting dynel in an automatic 
dryer. Usually it’s recommended 
only for a brief time ata very low 
temperature (below 170 degrees). 

How to iron dynel. Its better not 
to iron anything made of pure 
dynel. It tends to stiffen and shrink 
under the heat of &n iron. 

You might want to brush up the 
nap on dynel blankets after they 
dry. Use a nylon hairbrush or a 
pet brush with steel wire bristles 
Then dampen the blanket bind- 
ings and press with a warm iron 

Before you iron dynel mixtures, 
see what the label says. Generally, 
you will use a dry press cloth over 
rayon-and-dynel suitings. Fabric 
should be dry and your iron at the 
Use a dry iron on 
reverse side of the fabric.

On Vi- 
cara itself you can use either house- 
hold bleach or a powdered bleach 
for fine fabrics 

How to dry Vicara. Spread out 
sweaters and socks on a flat sur- 
face. Hang other washable blends 
on a line. Vicara shrinks little, if 
any. Because of the high moisture 
absorption of Vicara, it dries slow- 
er than many other new fibers. 

How to tron Vicara. Of course, you 
must be guided by the other fibers 
in the blend. So check the label. In 
general, press Vicara at the same 
setting you use for wool.

Knowing what to do—and what not to do—at the scene 


of an accident may save you hours of legal difficulties later

Baie me, if | have another accident, I'll 


not let a car move from the scene until the po- 
lice arrive,” says Jim McGovern of Moorhead, 
Minnesota. 

“TI was driving in the country after dark 
when a car headed for me. By swinging out on 
the shoulder I avoided a head-on collision, but 
they sideswiped me, ruining the body of my 
car. The woman driver and her two male com- 
panions were intoxicated. They assumed all 
responsibility for the accident, assuring me 
they had insurance, and would see that my 
car was fully repaired at once. We exchanged 
names and addresses. 

**Two days later the woman—this time with 
five men who claimed to be witnesses—called 
at my home threatening legal action and bod- 
ily harm if I didn’t pay her a large amount of 
money for damages. I didn’t fal] for this crude 
form of blackmail, nor did I get paid for the

damage to my car. I realized a lawsuit against 
her would be fruitless, for | had no witnesses 

*“My mistake was in not waiting for an of- 
ficer the night of the accident. It isn’t likely 
they'd have driven away knowing the severe 
penalty for leaving the scene of an accident.”

But what will you do if you sud- 
denly find that you are the victim of someone

llow to sow seeds 
In your garden 







Here’s the way to sow small seeds 


Mark rows properly —space 
between them with a yard- 
stick, and mark with stakes. 

Rows will be straight if you 
stretch a cord taut between 
two stakes, then measure each 
neighbor row out from that 
straight line. 

Space rows foot apart when 
you are planting fine lettuce, 
radish, and carrot seeds. 


Depth to plant small seeds? 
Quite shallow— about 4% to 
¥% inch is right depth. 

This shallow planting will 
make it easy for the seeds to 
break through the ground. 

Make neat, shallow furrows 
with the edge of a narrow, 
straight board. 

Or you can run the tip of 
your hoe handle along the 
straight line you've laid out, 


Press very finest seeds on 
soil surface, and cover with a 
merest dusting of soil. 

It is a good thing to mix 
some fine soil or sand with fine 
seeds like petunias and ce- 
losias to avoid sowing these 
seeds too thickly . 

A fine spray of water will 
usually stick fine seeds in 
place. Don’t flood with water 
so seeds float away. 


Firm soil lightly over me- 
dium-size seeds with back of 
a straight-toothed rake. 

‘The tiniest seeds don’t need 
this, but slightly larger ones, 
such as delphinium and core- 
opsis, do need firming. 

A light mulch of vermicu- 
lite or dry clippings also helps. 
It prevents drying out of soil, 
helps speed up germination. 
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Wren you start with seeds, the time you plant them is 


important, and the depth. Plant seeds in the garden when 
soil is moderately moist and can be finely worked. 

As a general rule, plant vegetable seeds three to four 
times as deep, and flower seeds two times as deep, as their 


least diameter. Use only fresh seeds for good germination, 


and note planting depth recommended on packet. 


Plant in straight rows. Rows that waver when planted 


will be crooked all summer, and hard to cultivate.

And here’s how to sow large seeds 


Photographs: Stanley 
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Mark rows with a Warren- 
type or triangular-type hoe to 
make the furrows deep enough 
for your large seeds. 

Or you can use the side of a 
regular hoe to mark rows. 

Space rows 24 inches apart 
when planting beans, and 30 
to 36inches apart when you're 
planting sweet corn, 


Depth to plant large seeds, 
like beans and sweet corn, is 
1 to 114 inenes deep. 

Space seeds in furrow by 
hand. It’s easy to sow large 
seeds this way, and helps as- 
sure good spacing. 

Sow twice as thick as rec- 
ommended on seed packet. 
You can thin later, and can be 
sure of a good stand even if 
some seeds fail to germinate. 


Cover large seeds with the 
back of a hoe — Warren type 
is handy for this. Draw it 
along row to pull soil over the 
seeds in the furrow. 

You can use a rake if you 
don’t have a Warren-type or 
common hoe. 

But be sure you cover even 
these large seeds with fine soil 
to insure getting a more uni- 
form stand of the seedlings. 


Tamp loose soil lightly 
over row of very large, hard 
seeds like castor beans and 
nasturtiums. 

Tamp with the back of a 
hoe so seeds will have close 
contact with moist soil. 

You shouldn't allow even 
the largest of seeds to dry out, 
or their chances of germinat- 
ing will lessen.

Where and how to get 






Decorating help 


Here's news about the places 
where you can get interior-deco- 
rating advice, what kind of help 
you can expect from each, and 
what you should expect to pay. 


Magazine illustrations 


In your hands right now, there 
may be more help than you are 
using. There’s a special trick for 
getting maximum help from maga- 
zine pictures. It’s not a case of eye- 
glasses or stronger light bulbs; the 
secret is mental focus! Concentrate 
on your own pet interest as you 
look at each picture 

Maybe you're thinking of get- 
ting a bedroom rug soon. Start 
with the cover, and as you turn 
the pages, concentrate on pictures 
which show floors. Maybe it’s a 
lovely living room in color, but see 
if there’s an idea in it for your bed- 
room. Notice whether the rug 
matches the walls, or draperies, or 
furniture; which things have pat- 
tern and which are plain. The 
black-and-white pages, too, will 
give you ides about patterns and 
sizes. 

Booklets and pamphlets 

A two-cent post card is the only 
cost of some of these. Others cost a 
dime or a quarter; a few are more 
costly. The easiest way to get them 
is from your easy chair or desk—if 
you keep a supply of post cards and 
some stamps and envelopes. One 
reader keeps them in the lamp 
table by her favorite reading chair, 
so she can write for a booklet while 
she’s reading about it in an adver- 
tisement. You'll also get booklets 
and pamphlets when you visit 
home shows or decorating exhibits 
Also Better Homes & Gardens pub- 
lishes bookleis on such subjects as 
window treatments and furniture 
arrangements, as well as an annual 
Home Furnishings Ideas book. 


Stores 

Within a specific department, as 
for paint, wallpaper, or curtains, 
you should be able to get facts 
about how a product is made, or 
how it should be used. A salesper- 
son who takes pride in his work at 
least knows the facts on the tags 
and labels. For over-all or ensem- 
ble advice and selling, most larger 
stores have a decorating depart- 
ment so that one salesperson or 
decorator can handle all your 
needs. Usually there is no charge 
for this service because the deco- 
rator’s salary or commission comes 
from the store’s sale of merchan- 
dise. Obviously, the livelihood of 
the decorator (and of the store) de- 
pends upon how successful he is 
during his daily eight hours of sell- 
ing. That’s why many stores 
discourage the homeowner who 
blithely phones and says, “Please 
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send out a decorator.’ Too often a 
decorator has wasted an hour or so 
driving to a suburban home, only 
to be consulted about kitchen cur- 
tains or the color of a carpet which 
the homeowner will eventually or- 
der through her husband’s nephew 
whose store is 500 miles away! 

A few very large stores with a 
dozen or more trained decorators 
will sometimes have a decorating ad- 
viser, a nonselling person whose sal- 
ary is charged against the store’s 
public-relations or good-will pro- 
grams. With her or him, you might 
discuss plans for things you may 
not buy till next year, or get ideas 
for sewing your own draperies. 
Sometimes you'll find this type of 
adviser in the decorating reception 
office, sometimes in the drapery 
department, or even in the bridal- 
adviser service. Large stores also 
give you help in the form of special 
home-furnishings shows, displays, 
talks, and movies. 


Home Planning Centers 


About 100 stores maintain serv- 
ice centers displaying a seal saying 
“Home Planning Service, cooper- 
ating with Better Homes @ Gardens.” 
(See list on page 170.) Here you can 
get help on building and remodel- 
ing as well as decorating. The Cen- 
ter is also a browsing spot, stocked 
with all kinds of helpful literature 
as well as Better Homes & Gardens 
materials and Five Star. house 
plans. In smaller stores, the direc- 
tor of the Center may also be a 
salesperson; in larger ones, she 
may stay closer to her advisory 
desk. You'll probably have fewer 
interruptions in your conference if 
you arrange to see her during the 
morning, and avoid the rush noon 
hour and Saturday traffic. 


Decorators 


rhere’s a lot of misunderstand- 
ing about this term. It’s applied to 
everyone from the white-overalled 
man with a bucket of paint to the 
topflight professional who has been 
accepted for membership in the 
American Institute of Decorators 
(the latter is entitled to follow his 
name with the letters “A.I.D.’’). 
They all are business people and 
will appreciate a businesslike ap- 
proach from you. Ask questions 
before you choose a decorator, to 
learn the type and quality of work 
which he does. Then when you ar- 
range for your first appointment, 
be frank in conferring about the 
type of help you need. Some deco- 
rators, like stores, depend entirely 
upon the legitimate profit from the 
furnishings they sell you, hence 
make ne service charge. Others 
may charge you for consultation 
and drawing up a color plan for 
you to follow, then let you go on 
your merry, independent way. Still

detail of the job while you go to 
Florida for a carefree vacation. But 
once you’ve chosen a decorator, 
the relationship should be some- 
what like that with your doctor 
You tell him what seems to be 
wrong or what you like, then rely 
on him (or her) to analyze and 
prescribe 

\fter preliminary conferences it 
is customary for a decorator to sub- 
mit a cost estimate for your signa- 
ture. Usually this agreement speci- 
fies the percentage of payment ex- 
pected at certain stages of delivery 
and installation. That’s because 
the decorator is paying a salary to 
the man who measures your win- 
dows, and paying for bolts of dra- 
pery material soon after you say, 
“Okay, go ahead.’ This delivery 
clause is an important protection 
for you, too, because unfortunately 
decorators (and their resources) 
can’t always deliver things as soon 
as they had hoped. Today most 
agreements include some provision 
for price revisions 


You'll get the most help if: 


> In looking at pictures, literature, 
and displays, you are constantly 
using your ingenuity and imagi- 
nation to see how the ideas can 
apply to you. 

> In dealing with people, you are 
articulate and well organized. 
Obviously you wouldn’t be ask- 
ing for advice if you knew exact- 
ly what you wanted, but you 
can make the conference more 
productive by bringing along 
color samples of what you are 
continuing to use, plus floor 
plans and snapshots or rough 
measurements of the windows.

When you're eating out, 


































Cut that conversation short, lady, or let your friend's hus- 
band get you a chair. His dinner is growing quite cold

_ like that dinner at a restaurant or hotel dining 
room to be a particularly pleasant one. Maybe you're just 
treating the family, or maybe you're entertaining friends. 
Either way, you want everyone to have a grand time. 
Part of making guests feel at ease is to be sure that 
everything will run smoothly. As host or hostess, you are 
the manager, the pilot for the evening or noon hour. So 
here are answers to often-asked questions about eating out 
tips to make each dinner a real occasion, 


Q What does a woman do with her wraps in a restaurant? 

A Although a man hangs up his coat or checks it, a woman 
leaves her coat on when she goes to the table, unless she 
can leave it in a dressing room. After she’s been seated, 
she drops her coat back over her chair. However, she gives 
her raincoat, umbrella, or any packages she may have 
been carrying to her escort to check for her. 


QO What about coat-check fees? 

A Usually, checkrack fees for a man’s hat and coat are 25 
cents. Attendants in men’s and women’s lounges might 
put out decoy quarters to show you what they expect, but 
a 10-cent tip is enough unless you ask for special service. 


Q Who follows the headwaiter to the table? 

A The women follow the headwaiter, the hostess walking ™ « 
behind him with the most important lady. The men fol- 
low the women. If there’s no waiter, the hostess leads the 
way. If no hostess, the host heads the procession. 


Q When we're entertaining guests at a restaurant, 
must we reserve a table beforehand? 

A In some restaurants this is necessary, in others it’s not. 
However, you'll find it safest to call ahead so you'll be 
sure your party will receive prompt attention. During 
holiday seasons this is particularly true. If you have re- 
served a table, check your reservation with the head- 
waiter as soon as you arrive. 
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here’s how— 


Q Vust we wait for all our guests before going to our table? 
A If men or younger women arrive first, they will chat with 
you near the door while you wait for the rest of the guests. 
But if one of the first arrivals is an older woman or some- 
one to whom you want to give special attention, the host- 
ess simply suggests that everyone go to the table. The host 


leaves word with the headwaiter to direct other guests. 


YQ If we invite guests to dine with us in a restaurant, 
may we order the meal before we arrive? 

A If vou wish, vou may order it beforehand. You'll find this 
system a timesaver, especially if you have invited more 
than six persons. Since everyone is served the same meal, 


it’s much more like entertaining in your own home. 


Q How long do we wait for guests before we order dinner? 

A Let’s hope your guests won't be more than 15 minutes 
late, but it’s a good idea to wait 20 minutes. If a guest is 
still missing, order without qualms. You'd be inconven- 
iencing the rest of the party if you waited longer. 


Q If there’s no waiter to seat the women and P?'m the 
only man in the party, what should I do? 

A Pull out the chair for the guest of honor or oldest guest, 
then make the gesture of seating another guest. Help your 


wife last, unless she has already seated herself. 


YQ Is seating ata large table in a restaurant the same as at 
our own dining-room table? 

A Yes, you, the host and hostess, will face each other with 
special guesis at your right. Naturally, you'll not seat 


husbands and wives side by side. 


Q Where do we sit when tables are along the wall 
or in corners? 

A If there are two people, both of you sit along the wall 
But if there are four or more, the women sit on sofa seats 
and the men sit across the table on chairs. At a corner 
table, the host takes the outside seat. 


Q Where do women sit in a booth? 

A They sit against the wall, facing each other, and the men 
sit next to them. If a woman and two men are dining in a 
booth, the woman sits next to the wall. If one of the men 
is her husband or father, he'll sit across from her and the 
other man will sit next to her 


Q What's the difference between a table d’hote menu 
and an ala carte menu? 

A Table d’hote means “the table of the host” and is used to 
describe a menu on which a complete or almost complete 
meal is offered for a set price. The amount listed opposite 
each entree (main dish) may determine the price, or the 
price for all dinners may be the same. After you’ve decid- 
ed on the entree, you have a choice of appetizer, vegetable 
and /or salad, beverage, and dessert. Or appetizer and 
dessert may Cost extra. 

A la carte means “according to the card.’ Each item on 
the menu has its own price. Foods are listed in groups 
to make the menu easier to read——not to compel you to 


order something from each group. | Turn to next page

Q How is the meal ordered when guests are present?

After everyone has had a chance to look at a menu, the 
host makes the first move. If you’re the host, you might 
ask the guest on your right what she would like, and then 
address a more general question about the menu to the 
whole table. It’s up to your guests to choose. 

If there’s a table d’hote menu, the guests order from it, 
and may order for themselves. But if the menu is a la 
carte, the model guest wil! choose a main course, dessert, 
and coffee. If you would like your guests to have an ap- 
petizer, vegetables, salad, or other extras, you’re the one 
to suggest these items. That’s the signal for them to make 
their choices. Then you give all orders to the waiter, un- 
less the group is so large that it would be awkward for one 
person to order. 


When our family’s out to dinner, who should do 
the ordering? 

Father is the host and the rest of the family play guest. 
Ordering takes the usual pattern. 


What should I do if I drop a piece of table silver? 
Leave it where it fell. If your host does not notice, simply 
ask him to request a fork or spoon from the waiter. Leave 
out the word ‘‘another’’ when you make your demand. 
Don’t make a point of the accicent. 


What do we do if a friend stops to chat at our table? 
No matter who the friend is or how old, women don’t 
rise. But men must rise if the friend is a woman, and re- 
main standing until she leaves or is seated. 


If a woman insists on visiting at our table, what can 

a man do about his rapidly cooling dinner? 

Firmly insist on getting her a chair. This might cause her 
to leave. But if not, at least you'll be able to sit down and 
eat if she accepts your offer. 


How much should I tip? 

Fifteen percent is about right for all but the most expen- 
sive surroundings, where 20 percent would be more ap- 
propriate. Always round off your tip, and don’t leave 
pennies unless they add up to an even amount or unless 
you aren’t waiting for change. 


Where should I put the tip? 

If you are to pay the cashier, put the tip under your plate. 
But if your waiter gives you your bill on a tray, the tip 
goes there, too. If you can pay for the dinner and the tip 
without waiting for change, place all money on the tray 
and leave. You don’t have to wait for change unless the 
amount will be more than 15 or 20 percent of the bill. 


If 'm entertaining a large group of guests, do I have to 
tip the headwaiter? 

If he’s been extremely attentive and has gone to great 
lengths to give you excellent service, you might tip him 
the same as waiters. But if he’s done nothing but seat you 
and hand you menus, there’s no reason to tip him. 


What should I do if the waiter has given mea bill 

that is incorrect? 

If you've been extremely overcharged, calmly ask to see 
the headwaiter. Give him the check and tell him that you 
feel there’s been an error.

The Moores were killed 
outright, Three of the teen-agers in 
the other car were killed or died 
shortly after the accident.

Pais could happen to you, and 
leave your children orphans; to 
your children, and leave you griev- 
ing and bereft. Because it could be 
your story, you should read the 
happier second “chapter.” 

It is the account of a courageous 
and clear-thinking juvenile-court 
judge in Phoenix, Arizona, halfway 
across the nation from the Moore 
tragedy. This one man is pioneer- 
ing in the work of making high- 
ways safer. Since he is doing what 
he does with what he has, his story 
is proof that you, in your commu- 
nity, can do the same thing. Teen- 
age drivers are among our most 
consistent traffic offenders; few of 
us know how to change this. Judge 
Charles C. Bernstein does. 

His first day on the bench, the

problems. Judge Bernstein spent 
long hours considering the traffic 
headache. He found that automo- 
bile accidents were on the increase. 
And these accidents were mainly 
caused by the human being at the 
wheel—very rarely by mechanical 
failure. Moreover, the human be- 
ing at the wheel was, all too often, 
a youngster in his teens. In this” 
flood of young traffic troublemakers 
flowing through his court, Bern- 
stein found what might be mildly 
termed a lack of respect for the 
Three R’s of Driving: Responsibil- 
ity for the condition of the vehicle, 
Regard for the rights of pedestrians 
and other drivers, Respect for the 
death-potential of the automobile. 

Minors who appeared for traffic 
violations could not be fined in ju- 
venile court. If they were remand- 
ed to adult court, the usually im- 
posed fine would be paid by the 
parent, and the youth again per- 
mitted to drive as dangerously as 
before.

emphasis, which was not lost on the 
youngster. 

The. explanation satisfied the 
boy, and he gave assurance that 
he would be back by the end of the 
week with an acceptable muffler, 


Ohne: young violators had been 
cited for driving without license 
plates, without legal permits to 
drive, speeding, running a_ red 
light, ‘‘peeling’’—or speeding 
around a corner. All thggoffenders 
lost their driver’s permits (if they 
had them), but were assured they 
would be restored after the young- 
sters had attended the Traffic At- 
titude School and had come up to 
the required standards of safety 
know-how 

lo teen-agers, the loss of the 
right to drive is one of the stiffest 
punishments given. But they usual- 
ly do not become resentful, because 
they know the privilege will be re- 
stored when they earn it--when the 
10-hour course, given in five 2-hour 
sessions, is completed and passed. 

There are no failures in the 
Judge’s classes! 

After the preliminary examina- 
tion by the juvenile officer, the of- 
fenders, accompanied by their par- 
ents, are required to appear before 
Judge Bernstein in Juvenile Court. 
Phere are two reasons for this for- 
mal appearance in court: to impress 
them with the gravity of their of- 
fense, and to permit them to appeal 
the revoking of the driving privilege 
if they wish to do so. Many of the 
teen-agers have part- or full-time 
jobs which involve driving a de- 
livery car or service truck. Loss of 
their permit to drive would cause 
them to lose their jobs, Judge 
Bernstein is almost always lenient 
in such cases, if the attitude of the 
offenders is right. He places them 
on probation, with a temporary 
permit to drive only while at work. 


’ 

— maneuver in handling 
youngsters cited for driving errors 
is done in a friendly, straightfor- 
ward manner. Everything is point- 
ed toward proving to them that 
they have made a serious mistake, 
but one which can be corrected 
through cooperation. 

After appearance in court, the 
youth attends the actual classes 
with fellow offenders. 

When the school was first started 
about three years ago, instructors 
were enlisted from nearby high 
schools and colleges. This didn’t go 
over well with the young people. 

“T want to see the cop who ar- 
rested me,’ was the way one boy 
put it. “What's he got to say about 
this?” 

Taking the cue, Judge Bernstein 
has used traffic officers as instruc- 
tors, and has utilized many ingen- 
ious means to make the Traffic At- 
titude School's lessons exciting, 
dramatic, and interesting. 

In one of his first classes the stu- 
dent takes the Siebrecht Attitude 
Scale Test. This test, to determine 
the degree of compliance a driver 
of an automobile feels toward es- 
tablished and accepted rules of safe

dinarily a courteous and consider- 
ate person, he may become bullish 
and rude when he’s driving a 1!4- 
ton automobile. The youngster of- 
ten realizes that a good driver is not 
necessarily the one who guns a hot 
rod, digs out under a green light, 
and weaves in and out of traffic in 
order to be first on the line at the 
next red light. The student is often 
convinced by the tests alone that 
the consistently good driver is the 
safe driver—the considerate driver. 

It is during the second session 
that the student becomes aware of 
the fact that he has physical limita- 
tions. Offenders give each other 
psychometric tests (visual acuity, 
field of vision, depth perception, 
glare, and braking-reaction tests). 
They find that some persons have 
tunnel vision, seeing only what is 
directly in front of them. A recent 
case showed how surprising the re- 
sults of these findings can be:

Judge Bernstein was involved in a 


minor accident while swinging from 
a central lane of traffic into the 
right-hand lane. The traffic cita- 
tion brought the boy into Juvenile 
Court. Bernstein’s friend, reluctant 
to appear before the judge, called 
and suggested that the boy’s case be 
handled by him—the boy’s father 

at home. Judge Bernstein made 
his friend see that the boy must ap- 
pear in court and go through the 
school. It was during the second 
class that tests showed tunnel vision 
in the lad’s right eye—which ex- 
plained why, in changing to the 
right lane of traffic, he was involved 
in a “brush” with the car running 
parallel to him! He was not able to 
see to the right without turning his

Students are often surprised to 
learn that at a given signal it takes 
time to move their feet from the gas 
pedal and put on the brake, and 
that during that time they have 
traveled many yards before they 
even began to slow down. 
Included in the five study periods 
are movie strips of traffic violations 
actually filmed on the highways 
After seeing these, the class is given 
tests to see how many violations 
they noticed. To boys and girls, it 
is a challenging game of ‘‘cops and 
robbers” on an adult scale. 


r 

The students have a question- 
and-answer session with traffic of- 
ficers of the city, county, and state 
They learn why these men must en- 
force the traffic laws, and are often 
surprised at how good a job these 
erstwhile of theirs are 
doing. This session is given added 
punch by tape recordings made by 
Arizona highway patrolmen on the 
scene of real accidents. Sounds of 
sirens (patrol cars and ambulances 

sometimes fire engines—arriving 
at or leaving the scene of the crash), 
groans of the injured, wild, inco- 
herent speech of the wounded and 
those in shock, terse voices of sur- 
geons in the emergency ward, cry- 
ing over the “dead-on-arrival”’ by 
dazed relatives—all this etches on 
the students’ minds and emotions 
every lesson they have learned in 
class. 

Under this impact of reasons, 
traffic laws and their observance 
take on a new meaning for the 
adolescents. Often these youngsters 
make suggestions as to how the 
school procedure can be improved, 
and often these ideas are successful- 
ly used. 

Judge Bernstein has found that if 
you are really sold on the need to 
better conditions in your neighbor- 
hood or city, and are willing to 
work at it, you'll find others ready 
to cooperate. City, county, and 
state highway patrolmen funnel 
young traffic offenders into Juve- 
nile Court. All of these same agen- 
cies supply men and facilities to help 
with the Traffic Attitude School.

Mo example, each student may 
accompany a highway-patrol car 
during night shift. This experience 
is often excitingly educational. 

This new kind of youth traffic 
court has had remarkably and uni- 
formly good results. Of 1,516 ju- 
veniles graduated from the Traffic 
Attitude School in 1951, only 3.8 
percent were brought in for their 
second offense. During the first six 
months of 1952, 790 teen-agers 
were sentenced to the school, and 
of these, only 2.9 percent have been 
brought in for the second time. 

The fact that all this has taken 
place in Maricopa County, in Ari- 
zona, all because a man had an 
idea, should spark other communi- 
ties. The tools for a similar project 
in your neighborhood are already 
there: your juvenile court, your 


city, county, and state traffic law- 
enforcement agencies. Cooperation 
can be had for the asking from oil

Here’s how nine young men—who achieved success before they 





reached the age of 35—face their problems and their prospects 


and accomplish what they set out to do 


By James M. Liston 


“Tf a man has a talent and cannot use it, he 
has failed. If he has a talent and uses only half 
of it, he has partly failed. If he has a talent and 
learns somehow to use the whole of it, he has 


gloriously succeeded, and won a satisfaction and 


a triumph few men ever know.” 
—Thomas Wolfe 


= tell yourself you want to succeed in your 
job. You'll find no short cuts, no pat solutions in 
this article. That’s the conclusion we came to 
after interviewing 9 of the 10 men who were 
named by the United States Junior Chamber of 
Commerce as the Ten Outstanding Young Men 
in the United States in 1952. (The tenth man, 
George de Carvalho, of the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, was on assignment in Europe and could not 
be interviewed, but his record shows no evidence 
of easy success.) But it may be that by becoming 
better acquainted with the frame of mind with 
which successful men attack their problems, you 
will discover that developing some one quality 
you find in the make-up of these men may spell 
the difference between success and mediocrity in 
your own field. 

You may not become rich or famous, because 
success is a relative thing. It means attaining 
what you set out to achieve. That involves two 
things: the goal you intend, and the amount of 
natural talent and ability you bring to the task. 
“Talent” itself is a difficult thing to separate 
from the man who uses it. That’s because talent 


is overshadowed by the tremendous amount of 


sheer hard work, patience, and ingenuity that’s 
needed to develop it. 


Mast of us have little trouble taking the meas- 
ure of our abilities and fitting them to realizable 
and worthwhile goals. The real question is hoz 
to take what you have and make it do what you 
want it to do. Once you have the answer to that 


and you can be sure it will be hard on your 


lazy self—it’s just a matter of making your will 
to succeed stronger than your will to fail. In 
good middle-brow vernacular, it takes intestinal 
fortitude—whether you're a rookie policeman, 
a businessman, or a research chemist. 


Speaking of rookie cops, that’s what Texas J. 
Foster was in Houston, Texas, when he volun- 
teered to act as an undercover agent to round up 
a narcotics ring that was selling dope to Texas 
teen-agers. His services were accepted when he 
showed that by spare-time investigation he had 
become thoroughly familiar with the jargon of 
the trade, the haunts and habits of drug addicts 
and peddlers. For nine months he had no con- 
tact with his wife and family, and his life was in 
constant danger as he posed as a dope peddler 
in Houston, Fort Worth, 
and Dallas. As a result of 
his efforts, 170 dope ped- 
arrested and 


dlers were 


convicted and teen-age 
delinquency in the cities 
where Foster worked has 
decreased sharply 

“No one man has ever 
accomplished what Foster 
did, and his job is unpar- 
alleled in dope-tighting 
history,”’ said H. J. Ans- 
linger, chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics. 


Foster is now

enrolled in the University of 
Houston and is taking a course leading to a de- 
gree in criminology. Foster says that to be a good 
undercover agent —or to be a good tradesman or 
professional man—one rule always applies: 

e K now all there is to know about your job and 
learn all you can that might possibly help you 
in your job. Unless | had known everything there 
was to know about the dope racket, I wouldn't 
be alive today.’ (To prepare himself for his job, 
Foster learned to speak, read, and write four 
languages as well as the involved code language 
of the narcotics peddlers.) “Secondly, remember 
this: You can’t bluff the experts. When you get high- 
er up in any business, the men who know can 
tell when you are bluffing and when you know 
what you're talking about. Then, too, you've got 
to enjoy your work or you get nowhere in any 
line. Despite the danger and despite the people 
I had to deal with, | enjoyed my work because I 
knew it was worthwhile and that I was doing the 
job I had set out to do.”

The snake or serpent gourd 
is very aptly named — it coils 
startlingly like a snake. 

This gourd belongs to Tri- 
chosanthes anguina branch of 
cucurbit family. That group 
is made up of the gourds with 
yellow flowers that bloom 
during the day. 

If you’re supporting vines 
upon widely spaced parallel 
wires, you'll need to tie vines 
at some places to keep them 
off ground so they'll be pro- 
tected from blemishes. 


Gourds—kinds to plant and how to grow them 


You will find lists of gourds in 
the seed catalogs. We recommend 
starting with kinds you can grow 
without trouble but expect to pro- 
duce lasting, useful fruits. 

Bottle, Dipper, Hercules Club, 
Dolphin, Egg, Turk’s Turban, and 
Warted gourds are just a few of 
them. Their names suggest their 
shapes. The ones we mention here 
fall into one of these two hard- 
shelled groups: 

Lagenaria siceraria, the large, un- 
colored gourds that have white, 
night-blooming flowers. 

The second, Cucurbita pepo, va- 
riety ovifera, includes the small, 
colored ornamentals that have yel- 
low, day-blooming flowers. 

You will find these offered in 
packets of mixed seeds. 

In extreme northern areas, it’s 
wise to start seeds indoors 2 to 4 
weeks before the soil warms up, 
because gourds need a 4-months’ 


growing season before they are har- 
vested, and they should be har- 
vested at time of first fall frost. 

Except in such cold areas, it’s 
easiest to plant seeds outdoors 
where you want them to grow. 

Plant in May, when soil is warm. 
Use well-pulverized soil. Plant 
seeds two times as deep as smallest 
diameter. Or use planting depth 
recommended on packet. 

Sow at least six seeds to a hill, 
in a place that’s sunny most of the 
day. Space hills 8 feet apart along 
fence or trellis. Cover first 2 or 3 
weeks—until seedlings crowd— 
with paper or plastic protectors. 

Firm soil well over seeds, and 
keep area cultivated and moist, 
but not waterlogged. Thin out to 
two or three strongest seedlings in 
each group before they crowd. 

Provide support, if needed, so 
that the young vines quickly get a 
grip and start climbing. This will

finished in low-grade, inexpensive gum plywood. Existing 
imperfections in the wood are used for the sake of design. 
Cypress exterior siding is left unfinished to weather to an 
attractive silver gray. 

Topped with aluminum sheets, roof will last many years 
and has good insulating value in hot or cold weather. 

Quarry-tile flooring in constant-use areas is offset by as- 
phalt tile in bedrooms. Diving-board matting serves as low- 
cost floor covering for the activities area. Nearly all the sim- 
ple, attractive furnishings are homemade. 

The house was built by Graffunder with little outside 
help.

Spray. Be thorough and hit 
every seam and pocket; leave 
no untreated spots for moths. 
If you use DDT moth- 
proofer, be sure to note the 
amountof DDT. Spray should 
contain at least 5 percent. 
Check label on your spray 
to see how long it will protect 
clothes, whether you need to 
pack them away or can leave 
them hanging in your closet. 
Note, too, if you must spray 
clothes again after they are 
washed or dry-cleaned.

To get the most wear, follow these rules: 


>» Reserve them for use for which you bought them. 


> Protect the points. Between uses store each pair in a 
separate box, on hooks on a storage board, or stick 


the points into a cork. 


> Place a drop of light oil on the screw occasionally, and 


on blades, too. 


>» When blades are dull don’t try to sharpen them your- 
self. Take them to a competent sharpener, or return 
to the factory for sharpening and readjusting. There 
are some sharpening tricks that will scrape steel off the 
blades and, perhaps, give a temporary cutting edge. 
But in trying them you risk damaging a valuable tool. 


Pinking shears require special care 


Brush blades lightly be- 
fore and after each use to 
remove any particles of 
lint and dust. 

Both are abrasive and 
can cause trouble in ad- 
justment which meshes 
the teeth perfectly. They 
need the care any crafts- 
man gives a fine tool. 





Place a drop of sewing- 
machine oil here between 
the “rides” occasionally 
to preserve the original 
adjustment, and to keep 
shears running smoothly. 
Always return pinking 
shears to the factory for 
sharpening and adjusting. 
Don't try it yourself! 





Put a light film of sew- 
ing-machine oil over the 
blades to keep them clean 
and protect them when 
you're not using them. 
Be sure that you wipe 
all the oil from the blades 
and teeth of your shears 
before you use them again.

Teeth are identified as smooth, second cut, bastard, 
coarse. Coarser the teeth, faster (and rougher) the cut. Teeth

Proper filing technique. Grasp handle in palm of one hand, 
hold or press on tip with thumb and two fingers of other hand. 
Don't rock file. File must travel in straight line to keep flat surfaces 





Use a straightedge. Mars will show up with a straightedge. To 
remove them, cross-file at slight angle, using coarse file to bring 


surface almost to level edge you desire. Use finer file and less pres- 
sure for finish. When filing hard metal, raise file on return stroke 
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Removing scratches, Use mill bastard file to remove scratches 
caused by filing across narrow edge of metal. Hold as shown; draw 
over work from end to end. File teeth should be at broad angle to 


work; small angle will seratch. Avoid letting file slide end-wise 











Cleaning files. Clean files with file card (flat wire brush). If 
brushing does not dislodge filings, use a soft-iron pick. Coating 
files with paraffin, chalk, or turpentine will help keep out filings 


Fitting file handles. Strike

Use wrenches for bolts, nuts, and pipework 










Wrenches for home needs, Set of open-end wrenches (1) from 
%%- to 1-inch size covers basic needs. Adjustable open-end wrench (2) 
and (3) monkey wrench take care of larger nuts and bolts. 

Pipe wrench (4) has sharp teeth, should not be used on nuts, 
valves, faucets, or plated pipe. Closed-end or “box” wrenches (5) 
(available with detachable ratchet handles) and (6) socket wrenches 
with interchangeable ends are used mostly on cars, machines. 


Flat-jaw wrenches. Never 
grip flat-jaw wrench loosely. 
This rounds corners of nuts, 
causes wrench to slip off, and 
may spread jaws. Be sure to 
place wrench snugly on work, 
It’s best to pull wrench to- 
ward you. To push inward, 
use palm of open hand. 
Never apply pipe for extra 
leverage; wrench may break. 





Cardboard for protection. 
Use cardboard strips or tape 
on jaws of steel wrenches 
when working on a plated- 
brass nut or part. 

Pipe wrenches might cut 
through the cardboard, so use 
only flat-jaw wrenches. 

Place adjustable wrench on 
work so pressure will be on 
stationary jaw; movable jaw 
doesn’t have enough support 
or rigidity to hold.

Pipe wrenches, When you 
need one pipe wrench, you 
usually need two—one to 
turn pipe you're working on, 
and one to keep the other 
pipe stationary. 

Best sizes for job: 10- or 
12-inch and 14- or 16-inch.

Hacksaws handle difficult cutting jobs 





Flexible-back blades. The 
blades with only the teeth 
hardened don’t break easily. 
But use hard, high-speed steel 
blades, rigidly supported, to 
cut hard metal. 

Blade teeth are spaced 14, 
18, 24, and 32 per inch. 

At least three teeth should 
always contact work. Use fine 
blade, to cut tubing, thin 
metals. Use coarser blades for 
soft iron, brass, aluminum. 





Cuts in shallow openings. 
Use low, narrow frame for 
shallow cuts starting in a bole. 

For deeper cuts from a hole, 
remove blade from regular- 
size frame, insert it through 
hole, refasten to frame. 

To make long cuts parallel 
to a side of work, insert blade 
in hole and fasten at right 
angle to saw frame. Strokes 


should be full length of blade.

Adjusting hacksaw blade. 
Insert the blade in frame so 
teeth point toward “front” of 
frame. Tighten frame until 
blade makes slight humming 
sound when picked. 

New blades stretch, must 
be retightened occasionally. 
Slack blade wont cut straight, 
may buckle and break. 

Blades can be set in four 
directions on most regular- 
size frames. Some have lever, 
most frames have wing nut 
for tightening blades. 





Starting a cut. On flat sur- 
faces, start cut with blade at 
slight angle as shown here.

Use shears for sheet-metal cutting 


Types of shears. Ten-inch 
compound shears have jaws 
to make curved and straight 
cuts: blade edges are notched 
to prevent slipping. Some 
shears are designed to curve- 
cut to left, some to right. 

Use 14- or 16-inch “regular 
pattern” shears for straight 
cuts in heavy sheet metal. 





Sharpening shears. Use 6- 
or 8-inch diemaker’s file to 
sharpen cutting edges. Don't 
file flat side of blades except 
to remove distorted metal, 

Slide slipstone along edge 
of blades to remove burrs. Be 
careful not to round edge. 
Scissors, cutting pliers, paper 
cutters are sharpened in a 
similar manner. 





Making long cuts. Rest 
handle of shears on bench 
when making long cuts. Hold 
shears so lat blade is at right 
angle to work. Cut close to 
pivot of blades for leverage 
and complete control. 

Don’t bring the blade tips 
together in metal as this dis- 
torts metal and causes side 
breaks. Rub candle along path 
of cut to lubricate. 





Guidelines. Use steel serib- 
er to make permanent, aceu- 
rate guidelines. Measure with 
steel rule, marking both ends 
of line to be seribed. 

Use dividers, as shown, to 
scribe circles. Mark crosses 
where holes must be drilled. 
Fill guidelines with chalk, if 
not clearly visible. 





Removing screws. Use a 
serew extractor (like the one 
pictured here) to remove 
broken screws. Drill hole in 
screw body, insert tool, turn 
counterclock wise. 

Alternate heating and cool- 
ing often loosens serews. Or 
you can saturate area of fro- 
zen threads with penetrating 
oil or kerosene. 

If screw projects, pliers or 
pipe wrench may be used, or 
end of screw may be sawed to 
take screwdriver.

Soil for squash must lie in full sun. Tt 
can be either clay-loam or sandy, 
just so it’s well broken up and the 
soil where the roots will feed is sup- 
plied with a lot of plant food to sus- 
tain the big squzsh vines. 

All types of squash are hot-weath- 
er plants. [t does no good to sow the 
seeds early while the soil is cold. Mid- 
May is the best planting time. 


Sow seeds in rows if there’s room for 
the vines to spread sidewise, or in 
groups of 5 to 7 spread over a 6-inch 
circle. These “hills” 
8 feet or more apart. 


are best spaced 


Cover seeds 11% inches under. 
Squash can also be grown over a 
fence or trellis. Mark the spot to be 
planted, then open 2-inch furrows 
4 inches to each side. 

Spread a complete plant food at 
the rate of 4% cup for each 2 hills, 
or 4 feet of row. Cover plant food 
with soil and then sow seeds.

by studying art, but the war had changed that and 
he was behind in his schooling. He lost two more years 
working at odd jobs in New York to raise enough money 
to go to college. He completed high school in two years 
and college in three. While in college he was constantly 
looking for a way to speed up time- 
consuming mathematical assign- 
ments. One night Joe took the 
elastic strip from his pajama waist- 
band, marked a scale on it and 
speedily solved his problems—fin- 
ishing three weeks’ work in two 
nights. Gerber tested his discovery 
by using a coil spring and then 
verifying his findings with a math- 
ematical equation. He took his 
findings to his professor who en- 
couraged him to develop it still 
further 

The result was the Gerber Variable Scale—a revolu- 
tionary device which saves up to 75 percent of the time 
normally spent working out engineering calculations. It 
has been hailed as the greatest aid to engineering since 
the invention of the slide rule in 1620. Besides being used 
in scientific research, the Gerber scale is saving lives on 
the Korean battle front. The Air Force uses the instru- 
ment in aerial intelligence, and artillery units use it in 
plotting enemy positions,

When asked how he might account for his discovery of 
the variable scale, Gerber pointed out that as a student he 
had rebelled against the orthodox method of working 
problems the way the textbooks demanded simply be- 
cause they had been done that way for years. Joe Gerber 
has the ability to concentrate intensely on whatever he is 
doing. He says he simply had to acquire this habit and to 
look for short cuts because “I was four years behind 
schedule.” 

On the other hand, Gerber claims that no man should 
ever feel that because he has lost a few years it is too late 
to start the studies or profession he'd like to pursue. 

“Even a ‘false start’ can help you,” says Gerber who is 
27. “My art training, for example, wasn’t wasted. It 
helps me visualize things very clearly. When I’m working 
on a new invention I always draw three-dimensional 
sketches, whereas most engineers do theirs in one plane. 
It’s never too late; you are young as long as you are will- 
ing to learn.” 

“When I was a refugee,” says Gerber, ‘America took 
me in and I wanted to do something for America in re- 
turn. My greatest satisfaction comes from knowing that 
in my small way—and sooner than I had hoped—lI have 
made a contribution.” 

At 30, Brigadier General John 
P. Henebry was the Air Force’s 
youngest general. During World 
War II, he flew over 200 combat 
missions and proved himself one of 
the most able air officers of the 
war. As commanding general of 
the 315th Air Division (combat 
cargo) during 1951-52, General 
Henebry was responsible for all 
air transportation in the Far East 
Command.

for him the name, the ‘“Taxpayer’s General.” 

After World War II, Henebry, with several other veter- 
ans, hoped to organize an air-freight business out of 
Chicago.

When asked what he thought were some practical sug- 
gestions for the way to succeed, McCormick said: 

“If you are really in carnest——not merely thinking 
wishfully—don’t spare vourself in the countless little 
ways you can every day. For example, if you know that 
to do a better job you should really take the night train to 
Pittsburgh, but cancel the appointment merely because 
there is a party that night, you can hardly say that you 
are in deadly earnest about succeeding in your job. In my

Not the least of your problems 


in getting an alteration or innova- 
tion in your home is combating the 
arguments against it.

Finally I won a trial experiment 
Not only did the 
alteration exactly double produc- 
tion, but it cut labor cost by 20 
In less than 15 minutes 
this increase in efficiency paid for 
the expense

it takes human effort to accom-

The average housewife has plen- 
ty of ideas about how her work can 
be made simpler and easier, for that 
little triviality which has proved to 
be a trial and burden to her for all 
the years she has had to put up 
with it.

Both the blocks and stones are relatively inexpensive, 
especially when you lay them yourself. And they are 
quick methods to use for attractive paving in an original 
design of your choosing 

You can buy ready-mix concrete, but the steppingstones 
are even less expensive if you mix your own concrete. 
Air-entrained cement is lightweight and water-resistant, 
so you may want to purchase “‘air-gravel concrete” if it’s 
now available in your community. 


The lightweight aggregate concrete blocks are deliv-

Vine support, Having trou- 
ble getting rose canes or non- 
clinging vines to climb your 
brick or stone wall?

If you find no holes in wall, 
you can make some about 4 
inch deep in mortar between 
bricks or stones.

One out of every four persons in 
the United States will be involved 
in an automobile accident within 
the next five years, according to the 
National Safety Council. If in the 
last six years

one, try to keep your head. Behave 
as coolly and rationally as possible.

This is common-sense advice, 
but common sense can vanish with 
appalling swiftness in an accident 
What you need is a psychological 
preparedness, an accident fortifica- 
tion.

Take 
time to compile and file a detailed

Another 
reaction is to start demanding ac- 
tion. The driver, particularly the

All of which 
seems perfectly stupid; no one in his 
or her right mind seeds an accident, 
and, if one occurs, reparations can 
be made and adjustments taken 
care of amicably.” 

If you know the steps necessary 
to handle details following a car ac- 
cident, vou will find that when you 
get into such an emergency, vour 
knowledge will lighten the shock 

What to do in case you have a 
car accident? 

This question was submitted to 
men and women in all parts of 
the United States —police, sheriffs, 
highway patrolmen, lawyers, doc- 
tors, judges, insurance companies, 
automobile manufacturers, hospi- 
tals—all presumably authorities 


Recommended action 


They offered these suggestions 

Stop immediately, but do not 
obstruct traffic. Turn ignition off 
Guard against fire. Warn oncoming 
cars and trucks. If anyone has been 
injured, make sure he receives prop- 
er medical attention. Don’t give 
first aid unless it is clearly necessary 
and you know what you are doing 
Call a doctor and be sure to give 
him the exact location of the acci- 
dent. Do not move the injured un- 
less it is absolutely necessary Keep 
the injured as warm as possible. If 
there is a death, do not move the 
body before the coroner arrives 


A grave element is the lack of 


proper handlirg of the injured at 


the scene of the accident,” the 
American Hospital Association says 
“Frequently, the condition of the 
patient is aggravated by the initial 
effort when he ts suffering from 
shock, hemorrhage, or fracture. 
Many injuries are aggravated by 
well-meaning good Samaritans. A 
fractured leg or arm with displaced 
sharp ends of bone can easily punc- 
ture and protrude through tissues, 
changing a simple fracture to one 
of compound nature.” 

“Be sure to check for bleeding,” 
advises Jess Melton, veteran North 
Dakota newspaperman, who has 
been driving cars since they were 
made. “By applying a tourniquet 
we saved a man’s life. But we made 
the mistake of loading another man 
with broken ribs into a car to rush 
him to a doctor. It turned out that 
our help proved more injurious to 
him than the collision.” 


Notify authorities 

If an accident is at all serious, 
call a policeman if it occurs within 
a municipality Otherwise call the 
county sheriff or the state highway 
patrol. There is a possibility a ra- 
dio-equipped patrol car is in the 
area of the accident and can be dis- 
patched to arrive at the scene with- 
in minutes, so the ofheer can take 
charge and give first aid. If, from 
the first report, the desk officer 
learns it is a serious accident, he 
will send an ambulance. Otherwise 
wait for a report from the patrol- 
man who can communicate with 
headquarters by radio

not allow your car or other cars in- 
volved in the accident to be moved 
until an officer arrives. Do not al-

such as skid marks or parts of the 
vehicle which may determine the 
point of impact. As soon as feasible, 
move your car out of traffic. 
Identify yourself immediately 
and give the police any information 
they require. But do not make any 
statements as to liability. State- 
ments made at the scene of an acci- 
dent have great weight in court, 
and later you may find that your 
original conception of the accident 
All drivers in any ac- 
cident are subject to certain definite 
rules of law which the average per- 
son is not trained to interpret. 
Beware of the tow-car racket,” 
warns Fred E. Orr, a commercial 
traveler covering Florida, Ala- 
bama, and Mississippi. “‘In some 
towns, if a wrecker hauls away an 
incapacitated car, the maximum 
allowed by the AAA is $6.50 for a 
tow up to 10 miles. But when some 
wrecker operators learn the owner 
of a damaged car is not a motor- 
club member, they think nothing of

Write it all down 

Don't feel because the police are 
on the scene your obligations are 
ended 

Make a written record for your- 
self. If you have an aceident-report 
form in your glove compartment, 
it will be simple. Fill it out com- 
pletely and don’t trust to memory, 
Many insurance companies supply 
these forms, and upon request will 
furnish a list of their representatives 
in any section of the United States 
where you plan to travel. After an 
accident you should notify their 
nearest office, and they will make 
an investigation and have your car 
reconditioned if it is disabled. 

If you do not have a_ printed 
form, write down the name, ad- 
dress, and driver’s license number, 
make, and model. Be sure to get the 
names and addresses of all occu- 
pants of the other car as well as the 
telephone 
numbers of all witnesses, both for 
and against you

In seeking statements, it has been 
found desirable to avoid the use of 
the term “‘witness.”’ Merely ask if 
the bystanders saw the accident 
and write down their statements 
\fter the excitement is over, no one 
wants to be a witness, so get your 
facts on the spot 


Know your state law 


Practically every state demands 
some sort of report from drivers in- 
volved in a trafhie accident, This 
applies to most cities, too. State 
financial-responsibility and other 
motor-vehicle laws vary greatly on 
the question of reporting accidents. 
It's best to know your own state 
law, and, if you have an accident 
outside your home state, report it 
immediately to local authorities. 

Even if the accident is a minor 
one, report it to your insurance 
company. If you are not to blame, 
and you do not anticipate any 
claims being filed against you, 
you'll be playing safe.

Avoid arguing responsibility or 
liability with others. Rather, devote 
your time to caring for the injured, 
taking all safety precautions, and 
recording facts as to what hap- 
pened, and how and why. Remem- 
ber, you have a constitutional right 
to refuse to make any statement un- 
til you are represented by an at- 
torney. If for some reason or other 
you refuse to make a statement, be 
courteous in your refusal, but also 
be firm. 


Lawyer advised 

A number of those contacted rec- 
ommended that a lawyer be hired 
immediately, especially if you are 
traveling away from home and the 
accident is of a serious nature. 
Have an understanding in advance 
as to the amount of his fee for mak- 
ing an investigation and a report. 

Write down the name and badge 
number of the officer making the 
investigation, also the name of the 
attending doctor or ambulance at- 
tendant. List the hospital to which 
injured are taken. Include names 
of persons claiming injuries. 


Pictures valuable 


This much of the report should 
be made immediately, before the 
participants or the witnesses leave 
the scene of the accident. Then, 
when you have more time, go on 
with your report. If you have a 
camera, take some pictures from 
various angles. 

Describe the damage to both of 
the cars, the circumstances under 
which the accident happened. Es- 
pecially, note exact location, your 
speed, your direction, on which side 
of the road you were driving, how 
other cars were placed around you, 
location of traffic signs and signals, 
the condition of the road and the 
weather, and the time of day. If 
there were skid marks on the road, 
describe them. State whether or 
not you gave a signal, blew your 
horn, had your lights on bright or 
dim, were braking or accelerating. 
List every condition that could con- 
ceivably have any bearing on the 
accident. 

Finally, every driver should re- 
member that he must never leave 
the scene until all details have been 
taken care of. 

The average driver isn’t apt to 
remember all these details, so the 
10 most-important tips are listed 
below. Carry a list in your glove 
compartment with a pencil, note- 
book, flashlight, and first-aid kit. 

1. Stop immediately. Keep cool. 
Keep the accident from getting 
worse. Guard against fire. 

2. Do not argue, accuse anyone, 
admit you were wrong. 

3. Assist injured. 

4. Call police. 

5. Secure license numbers of oth- 
cars involved. 

6. Secure names and addresses of 
other drivers, witnesses, and in- 
jured persons. 

7. Make a rough drawing of the 
scene, showing position of cars in- 
volved and other details. 

8. Don’t hastily accept claim set- 
tlement at the scene of the accident. 

9. Submit a written report of the 
accident to the state or city, or 
both, if required by law. 

10. Submit a report to your in- 
surance company.

find, and you sleep as if you’d been 
hit with a hammer. For details the 
picture can be painted with a va- 
cation in Wyoming’s Wind River 
Mountains, between Pinedale and 
Dubois, where rises 13,785-foot 
Gannett Peak, the state’s highest. 
You'll be in the Bridger Primitive 
Area, where it’s unlawful to estab- 
lish a camp for longer than three 
days, so you'll keep moving most of 
the time. The only travel arteries 
are foot or horse paths, not too 
well marked, and not too well 
packed. Frightening trails? No, 
and the horses aren’t Jezebels, 
either. A three-day preliminary 
stay ata ranch will fit both you and 
the kids to handle the plodders in 
high places. Usually, you'll be bet- 
ter off if the horse handles you. 


I you launch from the Pinedale 
side, you can ascend Newfork 
Lookout the first day (9,600 feet) 
and get the view of Green River 
Valley, 2,000 feet below. Down 
the other side toward Newfork 
Lakes, you'll wind through acres 
of wild geranium, lupine, colum- 
bine, Indian paintbrush, daisies, 
and tall sunflowers. Up Newfork 
Canyon, through tiles of burn, 
you'll hit good trout fishing (rain- 
bows and brooks) near head- 
waters of the Newfork, about 
where you'll camp. Often, you'll 
sight moose in the canyon; some- 
times elk and bear. Usually, these 
appear when you're quiet—not 
when your pack train is noising 
along. 

From deep in the canyons, you'll 
‘pack out on top”’ next day, finish- 
ing at Palmer Lake, 10,500 feet 
high. This is fly-rod time—Palmer 
Lake is stocked with rainbow and 
brook trout. If you fish your fill 
quickly, you can pack on past Cut- 
throat Lake to the pass on top of 
the Continental Divide, where the 
full glory of the Wind River peaks 

Gannett, Glover, Fremont, 
several big glaciers——-confronts you. 
Here all is granite, grass, willows, 
and snow; the trees are far below. 


Youn want to make a “pia” 


(over the hill) side trip or two, so 
don’t plan your trip down to the 
last minute. Leave a couple of 
davs free, and be elastic. If you are 
packed in to areas where you may 
camp longer than three days, these 
pias can come daily. Choose your 
route each evening. Dude ranches 
aren’t likely to permit you to take 
horses into the wilderness without 
a wrangler, but, at some, if you 
charter a guide or a cook who 
knows the mountains and horses, 
you'll get along famously, the chil- 
dren can take it a bit easier, and 
you can relax more. This eliminates 
some expense —ordinarily horses 
(about $5 a day) are paid for only 
on days they are used. Without 
horses, you can establish camp in 
an area combining good fishing 
and hiking possibilities, such as 
that around Afton, Kelly, in addi- 
tion to Dubois and Pinedale, and 
others.

disappears as soon as you plant it, 
if your root crops—even asparagus 
and rhubarb roots—-are chewed 
off, if vour trees die because their 
roots are girdled or eaten away, 
blame the pocket gopher—and get 
rid of him before he’s able to do 
more damage 

How can you dispose of him? 
You could shoot or poison him, or 
you could fumigate his tunnels. 
Some of these methods are danger- 
ous, may be unlawful, or don’t give 
visible results 

But here’s a way to trap the pock- 
et gopher, and do it quickly 

Be sure vou choose a fresh soil 
mound for the trap. A fresh mound 
leads to an active tunnel--one the 
gopher is using frequently at the 
present time 


And don’t neglect to seal off 


every bit of light when you cover 
the trap. The gopher will push soil 
ahead of him to seal off light, 
springing trap before he’s in it 
Use the method shown here, and 


you'll get quick, positive results: 
You'll see the pocket gopher when 
he’s caught.

wants a bill prepared he wants it the next morning, so 
you stay up all night and work. That’s tough on you, 
but... if you want to succeed you have to recognize op- 
portunities and make the most of them and to do that you 
had better know everything there is to know about your 
job.

to and from his job. Josefson took 
a very calm look at the situation

In February, 1951, Josefson founded the Paraplegics 
Manufacturing Company with other paraplegic veterans 
as stockholders. The company, an electronics subassem- 
bly plant in Franklin Park, Illinois, employs 80 people, 
has 40 accounts, and on June 30, 1952, showed a net 
profit of $20,000. The company is now looking for addi- 
tional plant space. 

“When I look back at it, the whole thing was absurdly 
simple. We were in business four months after I got the 
idea. Building a ‘specially designed’ factory wasn’t nearly 
the expensive job the experts had told me it would be. 
From my experience there's one tip I can pass along to 
anyone—and it’s nothing new: Every new venture looks big 
and difficult from a distance. Once you get started you find it isn't
